N A T O Shifts 


Are Inevitable 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre 
tary of State Christian A. Herter 
expressed confidence today in the 
ability of the North Atlantic Al­ 
liance to meet “the changing con­ 
ditions of the coming decade.” 
In a statement prepared for nis 
departure for an Allied foreign 
ministers 
conference 
at 
Paris, 
Herter made no specific reference 
to proposals for creating a sepa­ 
rate NATO nuclear rocket striking 
force. 
However, he was known to be 
taking with him a number of sug­ 
gestion* as to how such a force 
might lie created. 
These suggestions cover the pos­ 
sibility that the United States may 
provide Europe’s NATO command 
with several hundred Polaris mis­ 
siles which would be subject to 
use by NATO rather than U.S. 
decision. 
As the spokesman for the out­ 
going Eisenhower administration, 
Herter will not be in a position in 
Paris to make any commitment 
about future U.S. policy when he 
meets with other ministers of the 
16-18. 
Final decisions will 
be up to 
President-elect John F. Kennedy 
after he takes office Jan. 20. 
But Herter was expected to tell 
Allied leaders that he knows of 
no reason to believe Kennedy will 
not 
approve the project for 
a 
NATO nuclear force.

Bowles Given Post 
As Undersecretary

President-elect John F. Kennedy 
today picked Dean Rusk, head of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, to be 
his secretary of state. 
Kennedy also announced at a 
news conference the appointment 
of Adlai Stevenson as ambassador 
to the United Nations. 
And he 
named 
Rep. 
Chester 
Bowles, D-Conn., as undersecre­ 
tary’ of state. 
The 
three 
appointments were 
announced by the president-elect 
on the patio of his Atlantic shore 
home. 
Rusk, a Democrat who served 
as an assistant secretary of state 
in the Truman administration, was 
at his side. Stevenson and Bowles 
were not present. 
Kennedy offered the U.N. am­ 
bassadorship 
to 
Stevenson, 
the 
1952 and 1956 Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee, last week. But 
Stevenson asked for time to think 
it over — apparently wanting to 
know first who would be secretary 
of state. 
The 
announcement of Steven­ 
son's appointment meant, there­ 
fore, that he was willing to serve 
under Rusk. 
Rusk. 51, is a native of Georgia 
and a Presbyterian. He has been 
head of the Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion for nine years. 
Kennedy, reading 
a 
prepared 
statement, said Rusk would bring 
to the new administration and his 
particular position a long record 
of ability in the field of foreign 
affairs. 
The 
president-elect 
mentioned 
specifically Rusk’s form er asso­ 
ciation with the State Department. 
On the new administration’s for­ 
eign 
policy, 
Kennedy 
said 
he 
hoped that it will become general­ 
ly Identified with the concept of

Dr 
Mortimer J. Adler of San Francisco 
pave a talk to the Canadian Club of Toron­ 
to about what is perhaps the greatest edu­ 
cation myth of them all — as if anything 
needed to be added to one of the most ela­ 
borate mythologies modern m an has de­ 
veloped. 
Dr. Adler, who is director of the Institute 
for Philosophical Research in his home 
city. would abolish the term “ adult educa­ 
tion. ’ 
“ No one can become educated in school." 
he said. “If the schools followed a liberal 
arts tradition they should direct their ener­ 
gies for a life of learning, and not assum e 
they turn out educated children with the 
granting of a degree.” 
In their 
excitement 
over 
convincing 
them selves that approach to education in 
this country is wrong. Americans jump at 


a n y hallucination. But the idea a univer­ 
sity degree is an end in itself, a complete 
cultural package which can be dropped 
like a hot cake as the recipient moves on 
into his life's work, m akes the whole pro­ 
cess a bad joke.. 
A student leaves a university simply with 
the k e y to educating himself, in coordin­ 


ation with the experience of living, through 
books, inquiry and discussion. 
“The Greeks” , Dr. Adler pointed out. 
“ understood leisure to be indentical with 
learning and self - improvement. The mind 
does not grow old as the body grows old. 
The greatest p o w e r of growth of mind 
is after 35 or 40. The statem ent that only 
children can learn is fiction.” 
These are exciting and intelligent obser­ 
vations. But will they register on those 
who, crying out for a type of leisure which 
is nothing more than a vacuum of non­ 
work, look to proliferating and cheap en­ 
tertainment to fill their empty hours, in­ 
stead of educating them selves through ac­ 
cess to the storehous of civilization's ac­ 
cumulated knowledge and inspiration?
